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-On I9th Oct . fifteen more 
young totalobjectors handed 
themselves in to the Military 
Governor of Barcelona ,bringing 
the total refusing all forms of 
conscription to well over 300. 

The military judge took five 
of the objectors hostage, apparen= 
tly at random,and they went to 
the youth prison of Trinitat. 
They are Albert Capella, erardo 
Gémez,Luis Parareda,Angel Parés 
Sanchez and Marc Barrubés. 

The media at last gave lots of 
publicity,maybe cos various pol- 
itical parties had used promises 
to reduce the length of conscrip- 
tion as an election promise. , 

However nearly a month later, 
despite much pressure and demos, 
4 of these youths are still in 
prison,Mare Barrubés is from 
Zaragoza where he was transferred 
and got bail there.

The lottery to decide where 
this year's batch of 215,589 
conscripts will do their service 
was held in Sevilla. 

The police charged the crowds 
watching the results on a huge 
computer screen,beating up prot- 
estors,journalists and spectators. 

There were demos all over ,in 
Madrid over 2000 marched and did 
a 2 minute silence for the over 
500 conscripts killed during the 


. last 6 years,in accidents,suicides, 


‘menhood' rituais end murders. Cops 


were attacked but didn't charge. 

In Euskadi,where more than half 
the 300 totalrefusers come fron, 
there were 3 big demos,mainly to 
resist the Court Martials start- 
ing in Barcelona on the I6th. 

We know there were demos in 
many other towns and cities but 
don t yet have details. 

In Barcelona the demo took the 
form of à 3km human chain joining 
the military HQ and Pl Catalunya. 
Later there was a rally where Josep 
and Carlos spoke and in a mock lott- 
ery bottles of beer were given out. 

This year,due to a fall in the 
birth rate,all 215,589 will be ‘kid 
napped' and subjected to slave lab- 
our and macho brainwashing. The 
only cuncession is that most cons- 
cripts will sbay in their home 


province.

VANDELLOS BLOWS 


In the last Ekomedia we reported 
on the Vandellos Nuke Power Stat- 
ions as a bomb waiting to explode. 
On The night of Thurs. [9th Oct. 
that disaster very nearly happened. 

The most serious nuclear accid- 
ent so far in Spain has let loose a 
flood of protests,which may yet lead 
to the permanent closure of andell- 
os I,but still leaves 3 nearby bomb 
bombs’ in operation. 


Technicians Flee 


At 9.39 that night one of the old 
600 ton turbines broke loose,releasi 
ing hydrogen which exploded in a 
fierce fire. What followed was sheer 
chaos,at one point,according to a fi 
fire chief, the technicians in charg 
charge fled screaming 'ITS GONNA 
BLOW .Though the fire was in the tur 
bine byuilding it seriously threat- 
ened the reactor.The fire,and the 
brave but stupid firemen (with no 
training,gear or radiation suits) 
put vital cooling systems out of 
action,causing a race against time, 
which succeeded in avoiding a dis- 
aster. j

3rd Sept 50 people 
occupied an old farm house,Villa 
Hortensia in ASan Boi, a green 
residential area beyond the worm 
kers suburb of Cornella (Barcel- 
ona).The big farmhouse has stood 
empty since a flood in '73,the 
owner is dead and his heirs un- 
known.The only person with a cl~ 
aim is Jordi Alberola,who had 
used the ground floor to store 
grain and rents land nearby. An 
hour after the squat Alberola 
arrived with police and local 
officials. The 'okupas’' (squatter 
ers) bolted the doors and the 
cops left behind a few who I/D/ 
checked all who entered or left. 
Alberola got a court order to 
evict the 'okupas' but since 
then the judge has been changed 
and a new hearing said the squat 
was not a criminal offence. 

So far the okupas have install 
ed electric in parts of the house 
which has 3 floors,put in windows 
and done repairs and cleaning and 
got water from a well. ; 

Concerts have begun on Friday 
nights with great success and 
local groups like the 'Scab Kill- 
ers' and the 'Sound Fuckers’.

On 5th Oct the CNT (anarcho- 
syndicalist union) organised a 
series of occupations of disused 
union offices all over Spain to 
protest that their property sto- 
len by Franco's fascist govern- 
ment STILL has not been returned. 

In La Corufia,Galicia eight of 
the 30 CNT occupiers were arrest- 
ed for a while and beaten up.In 
Granada three companeros were 
arrested and refused bail after a 
violent eviction,nine police cl- 
aimed injuries in the fighting. 
The 3 nicked,Antonio,Joaquin and 
Jiménez caused a protest campaign 
and on I6th Oct they began a hun- 

er strike.Yhey were released on 

00,000% bail on I8th Oct. 

There were similar occupations 
in Bilbao ,Cordoba,Oviedo,Alicante 
and Barcelona and attempted ones 
in Madrid and Salamanca. 

The buildings claimed by the

BARCELONA AND VALENCIA 

Catalan is a language spoken in three 
Spanish autonomies (Catalonia proper, 
Valencia and the Balearics), only 

the first of which has its own TV 
Station in Catalan. Four years ago, 
viewers in Valencia and the Balearics 
paid voluntarily for booster stations 
to be installed so that they too could 
watch TV in Catalan. In Valencia especially 
the new station was popular, watched by two 
million people (out of a total population 
of three) until the first week of 
September 89 when the Spanish government 
closed down the boosters, alleging 

that they needed the same frequencies 

for the new State-sponsored Valencian 

TV (half in Catalan, half in Spanish). 


When technicians proved this was false, 
the government then alleged that the 
voluntary payment of the boosters 

had been ‘illegal'. This incident, 
which has mobilised protests al} over 
the Valenciam area , has touched on 


an extremely complicated linguistic 


TV,language and CONTROL 


problem, exploited by both Catalan 

and Spanish nationalists in an attempt 

to manipulate Valencian public opinion 
(most Valencians simply want more 

varied TV programing) . However, the 
*internationalist' viewpoint of the 
defenders cf Spanish in Valencia is 

hard to defend, given that they seem 

bent on having 'Tv without frontiers' in Europe, 
but at the same time wish to establish 
their own very strict frontiers for Catalan 
TV within the Spanish State. Another 

point is that while Catalan in Catalonia 

is used by all social classes, including 

a powerful bourgeoisie, in Valencia 

the bourgeoisie tend to pramte the 

use of Spanish, Catalan being mainly 


the popular language of the working-

ETA Ecologists?! 


A new and unusual twist in the 
war between ETA and the state 
is occuring on the border of 
Guipizeoa(Euskadi) and Navarre 
with ETA threatening to attack 
a new motorway under construct- 
ion which will completely dest- 
roy the Valle de Leizaran in the 
mountains between the 2 provin- 
ces. ETA supports the local anti 
motorway groups in demanding a 
6 month delay and has physically 
threatened engineers,technicians 
and contract companies.Though ETA 
"Terrorists" seem unlikely eco- 
logists the Navarrese president 
has ordered a crackdown on all 
opposition since ‘terrorists can 
not be distinguished from other 
activists.Meanwhile ETA has dec- 
lared the motorway a 'military 
target’ and sent a letterbomb to 
the ministry of public works in 
Navarre,2 firms and many tech- 
nicians have since left the
